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As there has been much couversation, and
no little dissatisfuction expressed in velation to
the organization of the above court, we think
it would be agreeable to our readers who have
not read the new Counstituion of the State, to
publish that part of the third Article, which
directs the General Assembly, as xoon ns pos-
sible, to establish for each District in the State,
an inferior Court or Courts, to he styled “The
District Court.” The follow'ng is the elanse
referred Lo :

“The Genernl Assembly ehall, as poon as
possible, establish for each District m the State

an luferior Court or Couris, to be styled the
District Coutrl,” the Judge whereo shall ha
resident in the District while in office, shall by |
elected by the General Assembly fur four yenrs,
and shall be re eligible, which Court” shall
have jurisdiction of all vivil causes wherein
one or both of the parties are persons of color,
and of ull eviminal eases wherein the accused
i8 a pereon of color ; and the General Assem
bly is empnwcrml to extend the jurisdiction of
the said Court to other subjects.”

It will be seen that the Constitution By H,
that the General .'H‘!!ell]lr]}' shalil establish, &e.,
therefore, the duty enjoined on tlie Log
is not optional, but is imperative, bindi g ity |
members on osth to earey out the provizions |
of the Constitution. s organization and de-
tails only, were committed to the Legislature,
which may be altered or dmended at the dis-
cretion of the members st their nexi seusion.
This, it is hoped, will be attended to. There
is much dissatisfaction with the organization
in its details and bearings on the different
classes of dobtors and ereditors, and the pea-
ple have just grounds tor their discontent, We
think it would be a very important and saluta.
ry change, lo give the right of appeal to the
Superior Courts of the Districts in which the
parties may reside, and not compe! them to go
tu the Court of Appeals in Columbia, In most
cases, the great inconvenience and expense of
going to Columbin, would aperate asa bar to
any appeal whatever. Many n poor man would
be cut off entirely from this valuuhle privilege
—he would rathier suffer wrong than have to
appear at Columbia to obtain his vights at an
unneccssary and heavy expense, when those
rights could be vindicated and had at home,
A small debt would soon become @ large oue |
at this rate. From these and other consideri-
tions, the right of appen! should be allowed in
all cases, rrom the District Conrts to the Bouris
of Common Pleas and General Session.

Another feature of the District Courts ns
they now exist, is extremly unjust and une-
qual, and we may add, that there are strong
intlications of partiality in its present
struction.

Debts of wne hundred dollars and
less, may Le collected through this and a Muyg-
istrate's Court, nt any time, whilst debits over
one hundred dollars have the advantages of the
law’s delay in the Superior Courts, the holdings
of which Lave been suspended for the purpose
of giving more time to debtors of Inrge amounts.
This ig very hard; although it be trize, that
many men of large mennus owe small debis u-
well as men of small means, and are subject
therefore, to the snme rules of Court. But, this
does not make the law less onerous. The
forced and immediate collection of small sums
will drive hundreds of poor hardworking wen
and their families from their humble dwellings
—thus rendering them utterly ineapable of
making bread for their children. It is not in |
the power of the Legislature to abolish the |
Distriot Courts—the Constitution lias ordained
their establishment. But, surely, as it is their |
province to make roles and regulations for
their government, tliey will exercisc their Ligh
prerogatives in clothing them with such pow-
ers as will fulfil the benign purposes of therr
origin. In God's name, in these hard times—
if the people must  have law, let them have
cheap and merciful luws, The Legisluture will
convene on the 26ih of the present manth ;
when we have every confidence that our Leg-
islature will do all they ean to ameliorate the
impoverished condition of our people.  One
word more. It would greatly curtail (he ex-
penses of this Court, by not having so many
